No- Desire to Postpone. 

In presenting this amendment. Alder- 
man Quillian atateg that he had no de- 
sire to prevent civil service from becom- 
ing immediately effective. He had close- 
ly tracked the charter of the city. He 
called upon City Attorney Mayson for a 
ruling regarding the legality of making 
civi} service effective at this time. 

City Attorney Mayson replied with his 
familiar ruling, to the effect that if 
the chief, officers and men resign, civii 
service can commence. but unless they 
do, civil service cannot commence until! 
April 2, 1907. 

“Does Alderman Quillian’s substitute 
more closely track the charter than the 
original ordinance?” asked Councilman 
Terrell.

Neil soon surrender- 
ed himself, as also did James Coffroth, 
Eddie Graney, Willis Britt, Morris Levy 
and Mark Shaughnessy. All. were charg- 
ed with manslaughter. They were Tre-

After making an autopsy, Coroner’s Sur- 
geon Cussack announced that Tenny’s 
death was due to-cerebral hemorrhage, 
caused probably by a blow. It was dis- 
covered that. strychnine and _ possibly 
other drugs were given Tenny during the 
night, so the stomach was removed and 
sent to the city chemist, who wilt ana- 
lyze the contents.

The highest temperature of the.month 
was 69 degrees on the 22d, and the low- 
est 20 on the 26th. The greatest daily 
range was also on the 22d, when there 
was a difference of 29 degrees between 
fhe minimum and maximum. The total 
precipitation for the month ‘was only 
.66 of an inch, while there was a snow- 
fall of 1.2 inches. 

During the month there were fourteen 
clear days, seven partly cloudy anu seven 
cloudy days. This record is most un- 
usual for thé month of February. It 
will be remembered that last February 
was one of the coldest and most uis- 
agreeable months in 1905. The prevail- 
ing direction of the wind was northwest 
with a total of 9,324 miles, and average 
hourly velocity of nearly !0 miles. 

According to yesterday's weather map 
the area of high pressure that brought 
in the cold air had moved off of tne 
coast of southeast Georgia and was fol- 
lowed by an extensive area of low 
pressure central in Nebraska and Kan- 
It was this advance of the “low’’ 
that caused higher temperatures at most 
of the stations east of the Rocky moun- 
tains.

The officers and enlisted men of the 
Seventeenth infantry, U. 8. A, Colonel 
Van Orsdale, now stationed at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, are expecting the arrival of 
the néw Springfield rifles every day. The 
interest in these newest fighting imple- 
ments of Uncle Sam is great on the part 
of both the officers and the enlisted men, 
and the coming of the new guns will he 
watched with. great. interest by soldiers 
and experts in all parts of the country, 
as it is probabie that this regiment will 
be the first to secure the new rifles. 

According to all reports and from many 
tests held, these guns are the very best 
known to the science of modern >rdl- 
nance. They have a tremendous range 
and penetration, and are far more rapid 
than the Krag-Jorgenson, now in use. 
The rifle mechanism is for the firing 
of cHps of cartridges, and in this respect 
resembles somewhat the Mauser rifles. 

As one battalion of the Seventeenth:is 
expected to leave for the rifle range at 
Waco the first of April, it is believed 
that the guns will arrive in Atlanta with- 
in a few days at the latest. This will 
give the men a chance to become wec- 
quainted with their mechanism and spe- 
cial characteristics with use at the regi- 
mental range at Fort McPherson.

ANOTHER RUGGED PIONEER 
DIES IN WESLEY G. COLLIER 


N the death of Wesley G. Collier, 
Atlanta has lost another of those 
rugged pioneers who laid the found- 
agion of the city’s greatness, and the last 
of a remarkable generation of men has 
been gathered to his fathers. 
Wesley Collier had ten brothers and 
five sisters. THe only survivor of this 
large, and, in many respects, - extraordi- 
nary family is a_ sister, Mrs. Emily 
Evins, of Atlanta. 
Like most of his brothers and sisters, 
Wesley Collier reached an advanced age. 
He was in his eighty-fourth year when 
the final summons came to him, at 9:30 
o’clock yesterday morning, at his home, 5 
miles out on the Peachtree road. 
In that house, over which the hush of 
death has fallen, Wesley Collier lived for 
sixty years or more, It stands in the 
midst of a princely demesne, similar to 
that owned by his brother; George Wash- 
ington Collier, though further removed 
from the city. 
Nine weeks ago he was taken il) of 
grip, and though his iron constitution 
resisted the disease stubbornly, his years 
were against him, It was no common 
man that died. 

Colliers Are Carolinans. 
The Colliers came from North Carolina. 
The nineteenth century was in its in- 
fancy when Meredith Collier and his 
wife, who was Elizabeth Gray, migrated 
from their home on the Tar river and 
came to Gwinnett county, Georgia. They 
remained there several years, during 
which time a number of cmildren were 
born, including George W. Collier. Then, 
in 1822, they came to wh. is now Ful- 
ton county, and settled in the north of 
what became the city, of Atlanta. 
Their home—the old Collier home, as 
it is called—was the house occupied by 
George W. Collier when he died a couple 
of years ago. In that house, Wesley Col. 
lier and most o* the chiidren = were 


born. 

A primeval forest covered all that re- 
gion, and the Collier children grew up 
in the shadow of the great murmuring 
trees. They were sturdy and strong, 
and though they had few opportunities 
to acquire the lore of books, nature had 
endowed them with keen judgment, and 
sound, herd sense. 

They were farmers, for the most part, 
and lived in the open, breathing the 
pure, fresh air of thé woods and the 
hills, engaging in occupations that steel- 
ed the physique. So they became 
splendid specimens of the American 
pioneer. 

The first real estate he owned was land 
lot 112. Later he bought land lot !13 
and the major portion of land lIot !¥l.
